To a casual observer the vast number of 


the stars is their most striking attribute. 
They are such familiar objects that we 
hare come to aoo«pt them as commonplac* 
features of tha night. Wo cease to r»gard 
them as very wonderfnl, almost before we 
can lisp "How I wonder what you ore,"— 
but their seemingly infinite number never 
oeases to challenge our attention; and, in 
fact, we are inclined to greatly overesti- 
mate it. Tbe total number of stars visible 
to the ordinarily keen eye does not eioaed 
6.000, and of these 2,000 are not visible iu 
oar latitude. Of tbe remaining 4,000, only 
one-half are above the horizon at any one 
Urn*, and many of these are too faint to be 
visible through the haze which obscures 
the lower regions of the sky. Thus the 
number of stars visible at the same time 
upon a cloudiest night is between one and 
two thousand. 


But even this limited number is suf- 


ficient to make a division of the sky neces- 
sary for effective examination. The region 
about the north pole of the heavens is. for 
several reasons, a good starting-point. It 
contains the star-group which is most 
cntmnanly known find recognized. Near 


s oanter is the star by which the earliest 


mariners directed their courses. And as 
its stars never set they are visible on every 
oiear night in the year. The following 
map gives the position of the ciroum-polar 
constellations, M seen upon the 27th of 
September at 10:3D o'clock p. M.:

It should b9 remarked that some author- 


ities state that tbe Greeks first applied tb« 
name Bear to these constellations. Max 
Moller, an eminent linguist and arcLceolc- 
gist, states that the Greek arktot, "bear," 
as applied to them ii a corruption of ark- 
abas, a word meaning "the bright etar»," 
in Sanskrit, from which tbe Greek language 
is derived.

Dipper or the Plough, and in England, 
Charles' wain (wagon).

f>ronp is represented io the southwest 
(lower, left,) portion of tbe map, and at 
this season la found, lats in the evening, 
near the northern horizon. A straight 
line drawn between the two stars forming 
the side of the dipper opposite the handle, 
and continued upward to the zenith, or 
point overhead, will pass very near the 
Pole star at a point which divides the line 
into two nearly equal part*. Tiie»e stars 
are called the pointers. They are easily 
found and by means of them Polaris is lo- 
cated without difficulty. 
The four fainter 


stars which form an irregular curve at the 
right of the dipper, with a number of 
smaller ones not indicated on the map, 
form the head and sbonldera of th» some- 
what vague "bear," whose name the ear- 
liest astronomers gave to this.constellation. 
The single star at tbe right of these gives 
the position of the left forefoot, the other 
feet, containing two stars each, being be- 
low the horizon. Betides their office of 
indicating the Pole star, tbe stars ol the 
Dipper are of service as standards of an- 
gular distances. 
The Pointers are 5° 


Polaris from Urisa Mejor, and at nearly the 
same distance from it, are five bright Han 
forming an irregnlar-'W." The middle ita* 
with the one at the right aud tbe fainter 
one at the left, locate two sides of the s»at 
of Cassioptiu's chair, and tbe upper four 
stars form the back. She is represented 
as seated upon her chair, or throne, hold- 
ing & branch of palin tree in Ber left ban 1. 
Tbe npper left hnnd star, Capb, is tbe 
most imporlunt one. The Polur star n, 
not situated precisely at the Noith Pole, 
but is 1 degree, 31 miuntea distant from it 
on that Bide which in toward C»pb, aud the 
latter therefore ser»es aa a guide to tbe 
exact position of tbe Pole. 


Cassiopeia was the wife of King Cepb- 


ens of Ethiopia. By the coromind of 
Neptune, the god of tbe cceau, who had 
been enraged by Cassiopeia, thU worthy 
conpla chained their d.ngbter to a rock 
and Ifft her exposed to tbe atUck of a sea- 
monster, from whom she was rescued by 
Perseus. 


Cephens. This constellation consists of 


a lumber ol rather dim stars, the brightest 
five being arranged somewhat on tbe form 
of a "K." Tbe one at the left in the fig- 
ure is in the crown of King Cephene; the 
one at the right and above is in his left 
arm, 
which bears aloft bis royal sceptre; 


the middle one is in his gildlt, and the 
other two give the position of bis legs. 


Cepbas was an Ethiopian King, tbe hna- 


band of Cassiopeia and tbe father of An- 
dromeda. 


Draco, the Dragon. Tbe head of the 


Dragon is represented by the four stars 
forming an irregular quadrangle below and 
at the left of Cephens. Its looped and 
contortsd body bends about bstweon Ursa 
Majur and Ursa Minor, embracing the 
stars not belonging to either of these 
groups. One of thtso, Thuban, was at one 
time the Pole star, the true North Pole 
having been only one-tenth as far from it 
about 4,200 years ago as it now is from 
Polaris. 


Thuban is Situated midway between the 


star in the lesser Dipper farthest from Po- 
laris and the middle star of the Great Dip- 
per. 


Camelopardalas. The stars of this group 


are faint, and are not arranged in [any 
easily iccogoized form. 
They are dis- 


tributed irregularly upon the side of Po- 
laris opposite Ursa Minor, between Cas- 
siopeia and Ursd Major. 


The forty-five stars represented upon 


the map ara but a fraction of the total 
uuuibor of visibioBtars iu the uorthrrn sky. 
Totre are IB all 333; in Ursa Major, 87; 
in Ursa fill nor, 24; iu Cas^io^eia, 55; iu 
Cephas, 35; ia Draco, 80; m Cauitlopar- 
dalo.-i, 58. All ot thefee stars and star-groups 
appear to truVel iu a Circular path about 
tbe Pole once in twenty-four huiirs; the 
size of th« circle being proportional (o tho 
distance of ihegtoup or star trom the Pol*. 
Tuns, the dmmeltr of tho circle described 
by Polaris is little more than 3°, or twice 
it» distance from the Pole, whila tho ci.cle 
Iraverseil by Banetniiscb, the ttur at the 
end of th« buudla of tLe fiisat Dippi r 
IB 


80° in ditueter. 
Tbe circult>r motion 


about the pole is from right to left, or in 
tbe direction opposite to that of tbo hands 
of a wnicli. It ia indicated on the map by 
the four arrows in the margin. By turn- 
ing the map in the direction indicated un- 
til the Bide at the left becomes the lowest 
side, we have the position ot the stars &it 
hours later, as they appear to an early riser 
at 4.30 o'clock on tbe morning of the Cth 
instant. Another quarter turn inverts the 
constellations as they would appear at 
10.30 A. it., if we could see seen faint 
points of light while the ana is above the 
horizon.

pi* Whmt Economy Heaaa. 


The Chinese are pre-eminently econo- 


mical, whether it be in limiting the num- 
ber of wants, in preventing waste, or in 
adjusting forces in such a manner as to 
make a little represent a great deal. The 
universal diet consists of rice, beans, 
millet, garden vegetables, and fish, with 
a little meat on high festivals. Whole- 
some food in abundance may be supplied 
at less than a penny a day for each adult, 
and even in famine tunes thousands of 
persons have been kept alive for months 
on about a halfpenny a day each. This 
implies the existence of a high degree of 
culinary skill in the Chinese. Their 
modes of preparing food are thorough 
and various. There is no waste; every- 
thing is made to do as much duty as pos- 
sible. What is left is the veriest trifle. 
The physical condition of the Chinese 
cat or dog, who ban to live on the leav- 
ings of the family, shows this. They are 
clearly kept on starvation allowances. 


The Chinese are not extremely fastid- 


ious in regard to food; all is fish that 
conies to their net, and most things come 
there sooner or later. Certain disturb- 
ances of the human organization, due to 
eating diseased meat, are well recog- 
nized among the people, but it is con- 
sidered better to eat the meat, the cheap- 
ness of which is certain, and run the risk 
of the consequences, which are not quite 
certain, than to buy dear meat, even 
with the assurance of no evil results. In- 
deed, the meat of animals which have 
died of ordinary ailments is rather dear- 
er than that of those which have hi an 
epidemic, such as pleuro-pneumonia. 
Another example of careful, calculating 
economy is the construction of the cook- 
ing pots and boilers, the bottoms of 
which are as thin as possible, that the 
contents may boil all the sooner, for fuel 
is scarce and dear, and consists generally 
of nothing but the stalks and roots of the 
crops, which make a rapid blaze and dis- 
appear. The business of gathering fuel 
ia committed to children, for one who 
can do nothing else can at least pick up 
straws and leaves and weeds. In autumn 
and whiter a vast army of fuel gatherers 
spread over the land. Boys ascend trees 
and beat them with clubs to shake all 
the leaves; the very straws get no time 
to show which way the wind blows be- 
fore they are annexed by some collector. 


Similarly professional manure collect- 


ors swarm over all the roads of the coun- 
try. 
Chinese women carry this minute 


economy into their dress. 
Nothing 


comes amiss to them; if it is not used in 
one place it ia in another, where it ap- 
pears a thing of beauty. Foreign resi- 
dents who gave their cast off clothing to 
Chinese may be assured the career of 
usefulness of these garments is at last 
about to commence. Chinese wheelbar- 
rows squeak for want of a few drops of 
oil, but to people who have no nerves 
the squeak is cheaper than the oil. Simi- 
larly dirt is cheaper than hot water, and 
so, as a rule, the people do not wash. 
The motto "Cheaper than dirt," which 
the soap dealer puts in his windows, 
could not be made intelligible to the Chi- 
nese. To them the average foreigners 
are mere soap wasters. 


Scarcely any tool can be got ready 


made, it ia so much cheaper to buy the 
parts and put them together for your- 
self, and as almost everybody takes this 
view, ready made tools are not to begot. 
Two rooms are dimly lighted with a sin- 
gle lamp deftly placed in a hole in the 
dividing wall. Chinese, in fact, seem to 
be capable of doing anything by means 
of almost nothing. They will give you 
an iron foundry on a minute scale of 
completeness in a back yard, and will 
make in an hour a cooking range, a 
strong and perfect draught, out of a pile 
of mud bricks, lasting indefinitely, op- 
erating perfectly and costing nothing. 
The old woman who in her last moments 
hobbled as near as possible to the family 
graveyard in order to die so as to avoul 
the expense of coffin bearers was CM 
nese.—North China Herald.

ne»r«»t one, 28%°; and tbe distance be- 
tween tbe two upper stars of the bowl of 
the Dipper, 10°. Since these stars are 
visible throughout the year, we may mess- 
are, by reference to them, tbe distance be- 
tween any two stars in any part ot the 
heavens with sufficient accuracy for our 
pnrpoM of itaiiy end identification. 


It ia evident that the name of this star- 


grotJp is whoily fanciful, since nothing about 
its outline suggests the form of an animal, 
Yet the Iroquois Indians of Ameriqa and 
the wandering tribes of Asia independently 
give it the name of "Great Bear." It has 
been thought this name, Bear, was given 
to two of the northern constellations be- 
cause the chief habitat of these animals 


gives their position at 4.30 o'clock in tbe 
afternoon; and a position midway between 
this and the first is that in which we find 
tbe northern constellation!, in the early 
evening daring the remainder of Octo- 
ber.

Ursa Minor, the Little Bear. This con- 


tollntion consists of Polaris and the six 
tars which extend from it toward the 
uindle of the Dipper, with several fainter 
tars; the seven brightest ones forming 
he Little Dipper, similar in form to its 
arger neighbor, the only marked differ- 
ence being the upward bend of the handle. 
Polaris is the only important member of 
the group. To this star, which even the 
doily rotation of the earth gives no notice- 
able motion, the wanderers of all ages by 
land and sea have tnrned for guidance, 
Prior to "the invention of the mariner's 
compass voyages in unknown seas were 
directed by it, and in modem times, when 
the magnetic hag snperceded tho celestial 
pole as a guide to navigation, the Pole 
Star is of hardly less value as a ready 
means of determining latitude.

A Novel Clock. 


Mr. C. J. Sampson, of Dover, formerly 


of Monson, haa given some striking illus- 
trations of the possibilities of slate in 
ornamental work. He has completed a 
clock eet in an elaborately ornamented 
case twenty-one inches wide, twenty- 
seven Inches high and six inches deep, 
all except the movement, of which is 
made of elate from the Brownsville 
quarries. The face is elate lined with 
red satin. The handa and figures are 
also of the same material overlaid with 
gold leaf. At the moment of striking 
and at the end of every half hour a mu- 
sical attachment ia set in motion and 
plays a lively air. It Is capable of dis- 
pensing four tunes. Upon the front 01 
opening la represented an alcove or 
arched recess, in which Father Time 
may be seen reclining, with his scythe 
and glass at hand. In the rail and form- 
ing part of it, on the top, on the right 
and left are angelic figures, while the 
whole is surmounted by a harp. The 
front corners of the base show two hu- 
man forms, and in the rear are two 
deer. Birds rest on the rail or fence at 
the front.—Lewiston Journal
